For the ;:white coal" of the .Tennessee river, Mr. Ford sub- 


. stitutes the old-fashioned black coal. But not in the old way. 
He has acquired 160,000 acres of coal lands in Kentucky, 200 
miles from Muscles Shoals and has a vast store to draw upon 


. but he is. not going to waste any-of "it."And he will not burn 
the raw wool he says, because that is too wasteful. 


All of the coal will be distilled. From it will be made coke, 


gas, tar, creosote, benzol for motor -fuel and aniline dyes, 
crude oils for lubrication, possibly gasoline itself, and am- 
monium sulphate for fertilizer. Only the residue will be turned 
in under the steam boilers as fuel. Thus the fuel will cost 
little or nothing. And it will be transformed into the- same, 
vast, widely distributed output of electrical power that could 
have been obtained from the falling water at Muscle Shoals. 


All this is not essentially new. It is done in Germany arid 


to some extent ifHhis country. The. main thing is to go ahead 
on a big scale, on the basis of existing knowledge as to what 
can be done with coal, and to make the electric power it will 
produce in the coal fields accessible to a wide territory. 


The same thing might be done wherever there are coal de- 


posits. It will- be done before many years in the Northwest, 
Southwest and Far. West, combining with water power to 
give the whole country one -vasi system of electrical super-
